SCHOOLS FOR ADCLTS. 


France has shown what can be ac- 


complished in the way of reducing 
illiteracy by the simple plan of open- 
ing schools for adults. In one year 
in that country a. million men, women 
and children ove- the regular ftgc at- 
tended these schools and learned how 
to read and write. It is evident from 
the figures given as regards 
ance that the people appreciated the 
opportunities 
afforded for securing 


the rudiments of an education, and 
that the work was eifective is conclu- 
sively shown by the fact that as a 
result of this effort illiteracy in that 
country was reduced from 45 to 5 in 
every 100 of the population. 


This is a striking illustration of the 


fact that the people are ready and 
glad to learn the first things which 
pertain to an education, and also that 
even means which seem simple may 
be astonishingly effective in produc- 
ing the desired resuit. (Schools for 
adults are naturally, under the cir- 
cumstances, very popular in France, 
as they have thoroughly proved their

It 
is generally believed that the Declara- 
tion of Independence was read from 
the steps of Indpendence Hall, fout 
Mr. Jordan declares that records dn 
his possession show that John Xixon 
read the proclamation from the bal- 
cony of the observatory July 8, and 
not July 4.
